gium by Auguſins. Probus transferred 100,006 Ba- 
flarne into Roman ground; many Franci and Vandali 
into Brizrain, many Carpi and others in Diocletian's 
time, planted in countrys poſſes'd by the Romans to 
reduce them to a oo Nite inftances of this fort in- 
numerable. e 

Their Senate was the umpire of the vaiverſe; the 
conftant aſylum of the oppreſſed. Ambaſſaders ran 
daily from all parts, to hy their grievances before em, 
and never went away without an equitable ſentence, 
an effectual redreſs. "hey were the guardians of the 
Hbertys of mankind; as deputys of — diftri- 
buting peace, and happineks, by their adminiſtration in 
mundane affairs. their ambaſſadors carried'the ſacred 
character to its height. dire Was the vengeanee, and 
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Peace, or war was equally their excellence. all other 
conquerors made deſtruction the chief aim, and ruin 
to be the track of their paſſage, like a terrible hurri- 
cane, or earthquake. but "the Romans were gentle vic- 
tors: took all they ſubdu'd into their protection, tau git 
them laws, and the true art of living. 

To have a juſt notion of theſe things, which I can 
here only pretend to point out, read their hiſtory. for 
conciſeneſs look over Uſher's annals of their tranſac- 
tions with the kings and ſtates ſucceſſive to Alexander 
the great, toward the latter end of the firſt volume. 
compare them with the general actions of princes, or 
people in any other part: and you will rightly diſcern, 
among the 3 only human nature had reſumed its 
primitive intention: that they acted up to its genuin 
dictates, and dignity: and conſequently were deſervedly 
the nation moſt favored of heaven. ſee Pol Iybius, and 
his Lepations,. and the reader will find ſo copious, ſo 
ſtriking a confirmation and illuſtration of what- has 
been, or can be ſaid on this et at * need 
only refer theretto.

Grid) this people, to this high degree of virtue, (in 
the ſenſe that they underſtood the word virrus) 1

Again, that great genius Gero in mote Places then 
one, contemplating with amazement the prodigious - 
grandeur, of their empire, and the effect even of their 
name; ſo that himſelf could go to command an army 
in Cilicia, with ſucceſs; though quite ignorant of the 
military principles. he asks, the queſtion, why Provi- 
dence ſhould favor them above all other people? © the. 
« Greeks were more ingenious, the Carthaginians.more 
ſubtle, . the Gauls more ſtrong ; truly, he can find 
c no other reaſon, why they ſhould be more victo- 
s rious than other nations, but that they were ee, 
0 religious. 

That I may illu frate theſe two reaſons . one in- 
ſtance, I would adviſe our young gentry to travel the 
length of the Raman wall in; Northumberland, inftead . 
of going abroad ; and ſee the innumerable inſcriptions 
on altars, made by the ſoldiery, to their deitys. they 
had a true ſenſe of a divine power preſiding over 
them : to whoſe care they committed themſelves, in the 
beſt manner they knew. I wiſh there was little room

for reflexion on our modern ſoldiers, of what rank ſo- 


erer, who: are ſo much | better iner. 
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In reading the Romun hiſtory, we ſee ſuch a ſpirit 
of religion, (the beſt they knew) breathing in general, 
upon every occaſion, through all they did, as a- nation; 
as is no where elſe to be found; in tlie leaſt compa- 
rable. to enumerate particulars, would make an agree- 
able volume. I can only take notice, that it makes a 
great part of their hiſtory. ſo honeſt, ſo warm, ſo 
orateful was their zeal to heaven, at every public act, 
that Providence could not but look favorably upen 
them, wink at what they were ignorant of, as the 
apoſtle profeſſes Acls xvii. 30. and' proſper: them ac- 
cordingly. 

Every ſingle perſon of any note had a part of his 
houſe Senses like as our private chapels; called 
the Lararium: 

Upon every ſucceſs, we me 6 their vowing tle. 
on occaſion of misfortune, peſtilence, foods, thunder, 
and the like, they conſult the oracles, order public lu- 
ſtrations, ſupplications, lectiſterniums, ſacrifices: even 
their theatrical ſpectacles began with an act of religion, 

many altars in their circs, and places of games. they ne- 
ver began, or ended a war, took up the military ſtandards 
every morning, without an act of religion, a libation 

of incenſe. in their kalendar, moſt days in the year, 
have ſome religious ſolemnity. 160k: into their ſculptures 
and monuments; and obſerve the extravagant expence, 
and pomp of their religious proceſſtions: evem their coins 
are counterfigned with ſome deity, and innumerable 
ſculptures of their emperors ſaerificing, incenſing. they 
never began their harveſt, their vintage, without a ſa- 
crifice, 
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crifice, without the Flamen Dialis gathering the firſt 
bunch. their theatres and play houſes ſolemnly dedica- 
ted, ſo their cires and racing - oourſes: temples cloſe by 
them, with images of deitys. the genius of the city and 
people ever repreſented with a patera in its hand, be- 
fore an altar, incenſing. 

In ſhort, religion makes the greateſt part of 4 
hiſtory; the greateſt part of thoſe authors, chat write 
of their cuſtoms, the greateſt part of their monuments, 
coins, and ſculptures, which are now come to our hands; 
of this truly magnanimous and virtuous people. and if we 
read Polybius particularly, we obtain a juſt idea of the 
noble fo, the honor, and uprightneſs of the Ro-a77 
Senate, which made them courted by all the world. 


even the Jews, inſtead of behavin r ſo a to 


merit the divine favor as intended them, are con- 
ſtrained to throw themſelves into the arms of the Ro- 
mans. of which we have a full detail in 1 Macca- 
bees viii. 

The famous Judas Martabeus, wit nil Sinus! two 
powerful for Autiochus Epiphanes, and his ſucceſſors, 
— he heard of the fame of the Romans, that they 
were mighty and valiant men, and ſuch as would raved 
by accept | all that joined themſelves to them: and made a 

league of amity with all that came to them. 

It was told him of their wars among the Gauls, and 
3 rley had conguered them : alſo of Spain. of their 
policy = patience, of victories over diſtant lings, as 
* and Perſeus, and Antiochus the OE many 

| C 2 others, 
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"others," infomich that all who beard of their name, Were 

afraid of them. 7 
Hie ſpeaks of their Senate, their Conſult; ; that there 

was neither envy, nor emulation, among them. 

. Therefore he ſent ambaſſadors to make a league with 
them againſt the Greeks: which yy did. a copy whereof 
7s pe me there. 

In chap. xii. his brother Jomithin ws the ſame 
8 chap. xiv. and his brother Simon. 

And as the Jews, ſo did many more nations, who 
coded their intereſt and n to be found under the 
Roman name. 

The Romans conquered the world, chat they mi night 
improve it. for inſtance, I would mention public roads; 
which they made with infinite labor by a huge bank of 
ſolid materials, rais'd above the ſurface, in a ſtrait line, 
from ſea to ſea, in all manner of directions. this they 
did all over their conqueſts, even from the gs ppt 

to the Irie ſea. 

hut in Brittain, as a choice garden-ſpot of elegance 
and delight, during the four hundred years that the 
Romans poſſeſs'd it, they ſpread the roads thick, as al- 
leys in a parterre, or flower-garden. our authors com- 
monly reckon four great roads in our iſland, of their 
making. but they are innumerable. I will ſpeak only 

of one more, which I have mentioned in part, for- 
merly in my juvenile work, Itinerar. Curigſ. pag. 169. 
in the laſt page, I have again deſcribed it. 

This road runs through my own pariſh ; at preſent 
called Tibbalds road. but it extends itſelf acroſs the 

kingdom, 
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kingdom, and parallel to the Icening Atreet, called fo 
as tending to the Iceni. I call it Via Iceniang. this 
we now ſpeak. of, paſſes from Chichefter to Dunwich 
in Sffolk, through the country. of the Trinobantes. tis 
uſefu] to give names for perſpicuity ſake: therefore 
J call it Via Trinobantica, what I am about to de- 
ſerde. 

From my manuſeript of Richard of Girencefer we 
learn, that Chiche/ter was the Regnum of the Romans. 
this Via Trinovantica begins at Trauſantum now South- 
amton; goes to Chicheſter. - I erred, in ſuppoſing 
Regnum was Ringwood. tis not inglorious to err with 


the great Mr. Camden. Ringwood has its name from the 


people of thoſe parts, the 2 whereof Chicheſter 
was the metropolis. 

The Roman road thence paſſes through Farnham, 
to Szanes, where was a wooden bridge: therefore the 
Ad pontes of the Itinerarys. on this fide the river of 
the powdermills, on Hounſlow-heath, now on the right 
hand of the common road, or north of it, we ſee the 
elevated creſt of the Roman road, for half a mile to- 
gether; ſtill remaining. then it takes the common road. 
over Hammerſmeeth common it goes to * croſſes 
the Watling-ftreet there. 

Oxford road is the continuation of it. at St. Giles 8 
pound, it went in the ſtraight line to Blomesbury 
church, Tibbalds road, by the bottom of Grays-inr 
garden, to Poripool Jane, a welſþ word for the "road. 
you it croſſes the Fleet river. hence it went over 


St, Jobn s monaſtery through the end of the Charter- 
houſe 
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houſe garden. and at Old-freet it ſhows itſelf in its 
original direction and breadth. hence by Bethnal green, 
Cambridge heath to Oldford, over the river * it 
ſoon comes to the preſent high road in Eſſex. 

F hence it paſſes by Romford, which has its name, 
Noman ford. Cæſaromagus, Chelmsford was built by 
the great Britiſh king Cunobelin, in honor of Auguſtus. 
Canonium Obeſter ford. Camulodunum Colonia, Culcheſter. 
Ad Auſam of Antoninus's Itinerary: Richard of Ci- 
rencefter calls it Ad Sturiam, Stretford ſtreet. ſo to 
Duwunwich, once a great ſea port, the firſt Chriſtian 
biſhop's ſee in thoſe parts; but now moſtly ſwallow'd 


up by the ocean. the firſt biſhop. Felix was the founder 
of * Univerſity. 


Thus we have recover'd an intire new Roman road. 
perfectly ſtraight, and running Faule to the Icening 
ſtreet. for the great purpoſes mentioned, was this va- 
lorous, prudent, and juſt nation of the Romans taken 
in by divine Providence: for the buſineſs to which the 
Jews were originally deftin'd. -

It was the Roman cuſtom, when an emperor under- 
took a military progreſs, they made a military road be- 
fore him. ſo that this is relative to the coming of the 
hi Meſſiah not only in allegory, but in fact, and reality. 
ll. and accordingly mentioned in the prophets, as one ſig- 
= nal evidence of the time. fo that the Romans were in 
every ſenſe the harbingers of the great and univerſal 
emperor, the prince expected by all nations, and at the 
very time of his advent; as any heathen authors 
ſhow us. 

John the bapriff s 3 turns upon this very cir- 
cumſtance, beautifully transferring it to the ſpiritual 
preparation, for receiving the celeſtial ambaſſador. at 
this preciſe time, the unwearied Romans were laboring 
in Judea, in the very wilderneſs where John preached;

They always join conqueſt, and laws together. 
Large as it ben Was, it was much larger in the 
time we are now writing of, that of Carauſius: and 
largeſt, in that of our countryman Conſtantine the 
great: whoſe coin of Sarmatia devicta was upon his 
ſubjecting Muſcovy ; and the foundation of the Greek 
church, now ſubſiſting throughout that vaſt empire. 

So that notwithſtanding the incroachment of Ma-

the ſecular power, till it was ſufficiently eſtabliſhed on 
the baſis of its own excellence and divinity, which was 
after the Xth perſecution. otherwiſe it would appear, 
more an human inſtitution, than a region which « came 
from God.

Then God was pleaſed to wks upon chemi the tre- 
mendous ſcourge of the Turkiſh power. theſe likewife 
were at that time a very moral people. yet hat is 
chiefly from the Arabian deſcendants of ” Abraham.

confirmation of the hiſtory delivered in the old Teſta-

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ment. upon whoſe firm ann the New i 
built. 

And thus, I. preſume, a we. may za of the end 
ſcheme of Providence in regard to the four great mo- 
narchys, and of the Jewiſß nation, and concerning 
the introduction, nurture, and propagation of true re- 
ligion. a conſideration worthy indeed of an hiſtorian! 
the excellency of human writing in this way, is mix- 
ing religion and hiſtory together in proper proportion. 
both uſe and entertainment, unite. thus Uſher, Ra- 
legh, Prideaux, MWoris, Boucher, and other the moſt 
excellent writers proceeded. _ 
Therefore I hope, no apology i is demande by the 
intelligent reader, for this introduction. tis a mean 
notion to think, that the buſineſs of an hiſtorian is 
barely, and coldly to relate plain matter of fact, with- 
out reflexion, uſe and obſervation. the very eſſence, 
and purpoſe of hiſtory is to improve the morals of 
mankind : tis the text upon which we are to com- 
ment; leading a reader to ſee ſomewhat deeper, than 
the mere ſurface of things, and actions: to imprint on 
his mind, notions of the conduct of Providence, along 
with the memoirs of mundane affairs: not to write of 
the ages of the world, as if there was no God, that 
created, and governed it. 

Such conſiderations as theſe e my 3 
in the work before us; ever ingaged me to a particu- 
lar love for the remains of the Romans, eſpecially in 
our own iſland. they were the ſubject of my enter- 


taining meditations in my former travels. Roman 
hiſtory, 
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hiſtory, and that of our own country connected, can- 
not fail of uſe, and pleaſure. 

Well urges the learned Pauvuinius i in his dedication, 
that the AER obtain'd the empire of the world, be- 
cauſe of the honeſty, and the wiſdom of their ſenate. 
and St. Auftin concludes directly with me, that God 
gave to the Romans zbeir vaſt empire, for their virtue. 
=== de civit. he is copious in ſhowing, that they were 
raiſed for the purpoſes we have aſſign d, to prepare for 
the Goſpel. 

But at laſt, if we gelegt how ſoon mankind devi- 
ated from it; how little a. portion of the world pro- 
feſſes true Chriſtianity, at preſent ; how much leſs prac- 
tiſes it: what is it but to preſent a ſad idea of the de- 
plorable depravity of human kind? and eſpecially a 
want of the true ſpirit thereof, in the governors of the 
world, whoſe province it is to protect, and adorn it 
by their example; as God's deputys to cooperate over 
creatures having a free-will, with that divine Spirit that 
firſt dictated it. 

Even in theſe later times, among W Provi- 
dence ſeems in ſome ſort, to have proceeded on a like 
plan, to bring about a more extenſive Reformation, by 
raiſing ſome princes for ſo high a purpoſe. but they 
failing in their merit, were drop'd one after another. 
Some one genius will ſpring from the womb of time, 
to accompliſh the reſtitution of the n of the 
Meſſiah. 

Permit me to add one obſervation more. after the 
union of church and ſtate in Conſtantine the great, in-

ſued that era ſo much controverted, when the mira- 
exlous power ceaſed ia the charth. is plain, go- 
vernment is to protect religion: to act as deputy of 

heaven. for without religion, government cannot ſub- 
ſiſt. they that think an immoral army, or immoral 
navy will be ſecurity, muſt be deceived in them; but 

may be ſure that Providence will deſert them. and the 
principal article in government, to ſecure religion and 
morality, is to preſerve the ſtrict obſervation of the 


Sabbath: and the good example of the upper order of 
mankind.

They that make a collection of antient medals, ſeek 
commonly to complete a ſeries (as called) of emperors, 


kings, confuls, colonys, citys, people, and the like. 


they endeavour to have them in all the different me- 


tals, gold, ſilver, braſs; likewiſe all the different ſizes, 


large, middle, ſmall: and the whole, in the beſt 


preſervation, ſcarcity, unics or unpubliſhed, all this is 


to be commended; tis the effect of diligence, learn- 
ing, expence, and skill: yet in the main they may be 


looked on moſtly as an index, or catalogue, the ſur- 
face of ſcience, and art of the grave. 1 
I think, there is a great deal of room to go much 
further than commonly, as to the uſe of this coſtly 
furniture, in the illuſtration of hiftory. the word hi- 
ſtory, nowadays, ſcarcely exceeds that which we call 
profane, or heathen, and modern hiſtory. but, (what is 
far the beſt purſuit) I have looked upon theſe curio- 
fitys in a religious view; and propoſe to render them 
tkewiſe ſubſervient to facred hiſtory, and antiquitys 
I Wo ag e ee: 

As this purpoſe was not ont of my mind in 


the preſent work, I ſhalt in this chapter explain 


my meaning, though with great brevity ; and sketch 
out, what may be done in this fort, what I have wrote 
very largely, in manuſcript, which I have by me; 
part of my amuſements while I refided in the country.

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In what I publiſhed on Stonehenge, and Abury, a 
good deal of his kind of learning occurs. here I 
ſhall purſue it, whence Vertuoſo's may inlarge the 
fund of their inquirys, and of their cabinets, by that of 
the moſt commendable kind. 

Collections of coins, underſtood, are the touchſtone of 
hiſtory, prove, regulate, illuſtrate it. facred hiſtory an- 
ſwersthe whole buſineſs of the claſſical hiſtory, and 
extends infinitely * further; therefore merits our ſpecial 
regard. the one does not interfere with the other; but 
as the diamond to the gold ring, gives the greateſt 
luſtre to it. we particularly ſhow from hence, that the 
foundation of all antient, profane hiſtory, reſts upon 
the ſacred. indeed antient profane hiſtory is no other 
than a corruption of the ſacred. I chiefly regard at 
preſent their theology, which is the Balder) of the 
heathen world. tis certain that it comes to us only 


from the Greek mythology; and admirably well to be 


deduc'd, more eſpecially from the antient Greek coins. 
this being a moſt noble ſubject, might eaſily make an 


intire volume. 
It would be a commendable zeal, if ſome of opu- 
lent fortune would i ingrave what is ches pointed at. I 
ſhould readily give the proper deſcriptions. and here 
I make but a conciſe recital, to give the intelligent 
reader a taſte for this kind of learning. 
If we take the right ſteps to find out the perſons 
envellop'd in the mask of old fable, we may obtain 
the eve efficies of very many of the patriarchs, and 
progenitors of mankind: even from our * origin. 
= | we 
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we may — great lengths in diſcerning the pictures of 
the antient temples, ſacred furniture of them, utenſils, 
and vaſes: and likewiſe of kings of the Jes; and 
other perſonages we read of, in the holy Scriptures, the 
moſt antient, as well as beſt hiſtory. | 
All our mythologie learning comes from the Greeks. 
it was the humor, and the manner of profane anti- 
quity. rightly judges Lactantius, de orig. error. of 
this matter: © that the old poets were not wont di- 
« rectly to tell what is falſe; but involve and obſcure 
ce things, in their figurative way of writing.” therefore 
I ſhall chiefly deduce out of them, what we have to 
offer on this ſubje&, in quotation from the learned 
Paillant's two volumes of colony coins, Paruta's Si- 
cilian coins: and the admirable ebinet of Lord Pem- 
Broke. in thelr, we have the un reliſh of anti- 
quit: 

I purpoſe hve. to be very brief. but 8 is 
ſhown to prompt the curious, to purſue it, through 
an infinite number of other authors, of coins and 
ſculptures. 
There were ſeveral Hertulit 8. the moſt antient one;

Therefore in our ſtudies are we to chooſe ſubjects 
excellent, worthy of our genius, and ſuited to its ca- 
pacity and reliſh; of uſe, and entertainment to others: 
of a moral and civil nature; where they have reſpect 
to our own ſpecies: and religious, where they are to 


lead us to happineſs, which is to be ever-during : the 
true end of all ſtudies, 


The medallic hiſtory of CARAVSIVS, I ſome- 
times amuſe myſelf withal ; it produces a great quan- 
tity of his coins to light, which 1 have been favor'd 
withal; and have engravd three hundred of them, 
different. many are uncommon, and very elegant, 
both as to their fabric, their device, their legends, 
from them our emperor will e to be a great: man, 
and wotthy of our regard. 
 _ This chapter and the following 3 is but an abſtract of 
his hiſtory, deducible from the coins; as it were a mo- 
del of Fares work, wherein the particular proofs are 
inſiſted on, ſufficiently copious, and prolix; where ne- 
ceſſary only. as an inſtance of what may be ſaid on ſome 
of the uncommon ones, I here give a coin, and more 
minutely confider'd, which Mr. Serjeant Eyre lent me 
out of bis moſt copious and ſelect cabinet of greek 
and 
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and roman medals. for, to a conſummate knowledge 
of the laws, he has added that learning and skill in 
theſe curious monuments, which demonſtrate a moſt 
elegant genius. 

And this is done briefly enough. I write to thoſe 
that have ſome knowledge in this fort of learning; 
therefore mean not to compoſe a volume, out of tran- 
ſeriptions from authors. with the ſame view, I here 
omit the tedious repetition of the dubious particles of 
* comjecture, probable, ſuppoſe, and the like. 

a perſon that has conſider d and digeſted the ſub- 
ol 1 carefully as myſelf, muſt be ſatisfy d of many 
truths, not apparent to a curſory ſtudent. 

Therefore a candid reader will indulge me with ſo 
much credit, as to think, I would not publiſh any 
thing, but what I have reaſon to judge to be a high 
degree of veriſimilitude at leaſt. and I may venture 
to "fo, that tis generally eaſier for me to prove the 
particulars, than for others to prove the contrary. 

I preſent here the reſult of my inquirys, in a ſhort 
and continued diſcourſe, rendered as agreeable as fuch 
matters will bear; as it was read, one part at the 
Royal, the other at the Antiquarian Society: the whole 
in the the way of Annals, or Faſti, for perſpicuity, 
and certainty. but in tracts of this ſort, we are not to 
aim at the flowers of hiſtorical writing. 

It is not within the compals of my deſign, at this tive, 
to give the prints of the coins which J recited in the ſe- 
cond chapter, ſeeing I quote the books they are to be 
tound in. nor is it therefore abſurd, that I give this

ſummary, before I publiſh-the plates of the coins of our 


emperor. becauſe the owners of the coins here men- 
tioned; have the coins themſelves for their inſpection. 
and I publiſh it now as a piece of reſpect to them, 
who favored me with the coins: hoping ſtill by a delay, 
to render the hiſtory more complete. and accordingly 
requeſt the public favor, to communicate their coins 
of this emperor, as a piece of ** to our own 
country. 
Tis much to be denlor', that i in Diaclerian 8 bitter, 
and moſt violent perſecution, all books of the Chri- 
ſtians were ſearched for with great diligence, and 
burnt. from this, we ſee, how the hiſtorys of that 
time muſt ſuffer, both civil and ſacred: and among 
them the very hiſtorys of Diocletian, and of C A- 
RAVSIVS. nothing could wholly eſcape that ra- 
vage, except the coins. hence we have but a very ſlender 
account of thoſe times, more than what theſe eſſential 
evidences furniſh us withal. 
Add to this, that the roman writers woeld not 
readily care to do juſtice to the merit of C A R A- 
8 IVS, under the eye and cognizance of ſo malicious 
a perſon as Maximian; the luſtre of whoſe character 
ſo much exceeded his. and they that were under his 
dominion would readily enough deſtroy what was 
wrote in favor of CAR AVS IVS, through fear or 
prejudice. the conſequence of all is this, that in the 
very meager {craps of his hiſtory time has ſpar'd us, 
ſufficient tokens A of ii and milcepreſenta- 
tion. 


Theſe, 
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Theſe, and many conſiderations uniting, induced 
me, as far as poſſible, to reſtore to light, the evane- 
ſent traces of the hiſtory of this great man. my 
country bears no little part in thoſe conſiderations here 
connected with Roman hiſtory, the worthieſt, next to 
the facred. nor can religion be ſeparated from Roman 
hiſtory : as we gather from the firſt chapter, becauſe, 
in their way, they were the moſt religious of all 
people, and for that reaſon, providence gave them the 
empire of the world. a good leſſon this to Chriſtians, 
eſpecially thoſe' of the Reformation, who ought to be 
the moſt religious. 

Further, I hope to throw a new light upon the 
ftudy of theſe noble monuments of hiſtory, coins and 
medals; which will not only facilitate our preſent 
diſquiſition, but be ſerviceable in general, to hiſtory, 
and to the knowledge of theſe rare and curious remains 
of learned antiquity.

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In after- times, the Eg yptions applied them to the 
facred patriarchal family of Jacob, who were ſhep- 
herds. theſe little images are made with their arms 
acroſs, from obſerving the method of his croſling his 
arms in bleſſing the two ſons of their prime miniſter 
Joſephb: as we read Genefis xIviii. 13. from the cir- 
cumſtance of Jacob being encbatied; and after, of 
Jaſeph being embalmed, and kept above a hundred 
years, to be carried into the land of Canaan, they 
learnt to dreſs theſe images like an embalmed body. 
This mummy of Jofzph was à pledge of God's ve- 
racity, that he would bring the people of I/ael out of 
Egyptian captivity. but the Egyptian hierophants, 
who minutely obſerv'd all that happen'd to this people, 
thought, the immenſe fecundity of the Iſraelites was 
owing to the virtue of Joſeph's mummy ; as alſo that 
it was the genius of reviviſcence. fo they put their 
little images into the breaſts of their mummies, made 
in imitation of this ſacred family, as pledges to raiſe 
up the dead body, to be united to its proper foul. 

From Procyon, Fabal's dog in the heavens, the an- 
tients obtain'd a notion which Plautus mentions, that 
the Lares were formerly repreſented under the image 
of dogs; giving this reaſon for it, that dogs had the 
ſame function as the Lares; to watch over and guard 
the houſe. thus Ovid of the mother of our heroes Ju- 
bal and Jubal, whom he calls Lara.

Theſe were the famous Troj an Penates which ZEneas 
ſnatched from the flames of Troy : whence he merited 
the epithet of pius. Dionyſus of Halicarnaſſus de- 
ſcribes their form, as ſeen in the temple near the Fo- 
rum at Rome. © they were (ſays he) two young men 
« fitting; each a ſtaff in their hands: the: "pers 
« was very antient.” 

Here they are both + ſhepherds: and 4 in the ce- 
leſtial. Sphere, they are pictur'd fitting on the zodiacal 
circle, of which they were ſtudious, probably firſt de- 
ſcrib'd it. 

This antient piece of Trojan Glance, the Penates, 
Varro informs us, was tranſported by Dardanus, from 
Phrygia to Samothrace. he means from Samothrace

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means « Sydyc, brother to Miſor or Miſraim, as San- 
choniathon informs us. from Sydyc (ſays he) de- 
ce ſcended the Digſcuri, Cabiri, Corybantes, Samo- 
« thraces, meaning the ſame perſons, "hip- builders ; ” 
and firſt corrupters of the patriarchal religion, great 
grand- children of Noah : who carried theſe antedilu- 
vian images to Samothrace. 

By- theſe men, the myſteries of the antients were 
celebrated ; a part of the patriarchal religion. whence 
Jupiter is ſaid to have cut out the tongue of Lara, 
mother of the two Lares. dogs were ſacred to the 
Lares. whence a dog's head, and a ring on the gate 
of Hades, the place of departed ſpirits ; ; as we ſee on 
old coins and ſculptures. and this is meant by the 
dog Cerberus, guardian of the gate of Hades, the 


place of the myſteries; to which the initiated were ad- 
mitted, by three knocks, at the gate. 


The Greeks, thoſe children in antiquity, called our 
two heroes, by names of their own countrymen, Caftor 
and Pollux, as uſual with them; Gemini. p. 42. laſtly, 
ſuch as theſe were the Teraphim which Rachel carried 
off with her, Geneſis xxxi. 30. 

Thus much I thought fit to recite out of the many 
tracts I have in manuſcript concerning mythology, the 
myſteries of the antients, the patriarchal effigies, the 
origin of the celeſtial aſteriſms, and the like, with 
drawings innumerable; where the firſt ſources of re- 
moteſt antiquities are open d. tis a kind of *

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of what may be ſaid of heathen deitys, which I for- 
bear enlarging upon, and tranſcribing from numerous

Nothing can be kph more furious, than the 
conflict between him and Maximian; a ſecond fight 
at Actzium; but now more glorious, as the Roman 
marine was much j improv'd fince that time; and C A- 
RAVSIVS had a peculiar genius therein. 
In the beginning of ſeptember, CARAVSIVS to- 
tally overthrew Maximian's fleet, which he commanded 
in perſon. our emperor had him ſo much in his 
qc that he oblig d him to a pacification, and

this public entry here of CARAVSIVS, repre- 
ſented on the coin, is properly an Ovation; a modeſt 
kind of triumph. CARAVSIVS had too much 
judgment, and policy, to pretend a formal triumph 
cover a brother emperor, as now acknowledg' d and con- 
firm'd by the moſt ſolemn treaty. 

In other coins, CARAVSIVS is repreſented thus 
on horſeback, with ADVENTVS AVG. 

In triumphs they rode in a chariot: in Ovations on 
horſeback. Dio ſays, on horſeback, as in our coin.

In ſome places he 
made his public entry on horſeback ; in ſome on foot.

CAR AVSIVS had valor, and dexterity enough, 


to quiet theſe hoſtile, and warlike nations of the Scots 
and Piffs, and, in ſhort, he both made them friends 
to each other, and friends to himſelf, he obtain'd a 
great victory over them united. he took the Pics, 
who were neareſt him, under his protection, enjoin'd 
the Scots not to moleſt them; and engaged both na- 
tions to a ſolemn treaty and aſſociation with him, for 
their mutual ſecurities. he induced each, by his pru- 
dent management, to ſtrive who ſhould be moſt faith- 
fully attached to himſelf. this added not a little to his 
glory, as well as the ſafety of the borders. great was 
the authority. of our emperor, the dignity of whoſe 
aſpect commanded a veneration. but to give the higher 

ſanction to the Covenant made between theſe poten- 
tates, he built that round temple on the banks of the 
river Carron, called 4rthur's Oon, the Brittihh Pan- 
theon, where, on an altar, they religiouſly ſwore to be 
faithful to each other; the king of the Scots, and of the 
Pi#s, and CARAVSIVS. 


This affair is worthy of a more particular detail. 


In my younger years, 1727, I publiſhed an account 
of the notable antiquity in Scotland, call'd Arthur's 
Oon; at the inſtance of the great Earl of Pembroke, 


Thomas, who was pleaſed to incourage my ſtudies. 
therein I deicribed the Roman Preteniura, begun by 


8 the 
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the valiant Agricola, under Veſpaſan and Domitian, 
finiſhed by Offerius, under the auſpice of the emperor 
Antoninus Pius. I gave prints of the temple, with a 
map, and. many Roman inſcriptions found thereabouts. 
my purpoſe in that publication was, to excite others to 
do the work more accurately, who had the advantage 
of being upon the ſpot. but fince then, to the ex- 
treme regret of lovers of antiquity; to the diſhonor of 
our country; the preſent Owner, out of a mean par- 
ſimony, pulFd down this noble ſtructure, for the ſake 
of the ſtones, to make a neighbouring mill-dam on the 
Carron river; in a country, where can be no want of 
ſuch cheap materials. GO | 
So that all we can do now, to preſerve the memo- 
rial of ſo curious a remain of Roman work, is by the 
preſent drawings, which I made for that end. 
Scotland, in the time of CARAVSIVS, was in- 
habited by two great nations, the Scots and Picts. it 
would be a tedious work to trace out the origin of 
theſe people, and difficult enough, from the diſcordant 
opinions of authors. ſufficient it is to ſay, the. Pits 
were the move antient inhabitants of Brittain, driven 
northwards, by invaders from the continent, and by 
the Romans. the Scots were the moſt antient inhabi- 
tants, before then driven northwards, by ſucceſſive con- 
querors; and from Ireland likewiſe, reverting into the 
northern parts of Scotland. Thus MWennius his teſti- 
45 mony 
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mony is agreeable ; ; who ſays, they came from Spain - 
whereby he marks out the aboriginal inhabitants, who 
were conducted hither by Hercules of Tyre. whence 
the Triſh, Pi&ifh, and Highland language retain much 
of the oriental dialect. 

The Scots fuffer'd, tho but with an ill grace, the 
Pitts to poſſeſs the ſouthern part of Scotland, out of a 


political principle; thereby to defend them from the 
inſults of the Romans and Britons. ſo that the Picis 


poſſeſſed all the fine country of eighty miles long, north 


and ſouth, between the two Roman Pretentura's: al- 


ter the time of Severns, when he built the Worthum- 


brian wall. 
One of the articles "RO RINGS CARAVSIVS and 


Maximian was, to keep the reſtleſs nations of the 
north in quiet. and this he did effectually. for he 


ſubdued them: which his coins demonſtrate. 

Fo. Pordun writes, © CARAVSIVS had a very 
« {harp battle with them, and reduc'd them to peace 
« with himfelf, and between themſelves; they having 
tt had long wars: to the intent, that he might uſe 
ce their help againſt any other enemy: conſtituting 
« himſelf the ſupreme arbitrator between them; and that 
« he would add his own weight againſt the 9 
« which was the unjuſt aggreflor.” 

This was indeed a ſtroke of politics worthy: of CA- 
RAVSIVS. and it aſſures us of that teſtimony of 
Mennius, which the judicious Mr. Camden approves gf 
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that he built the celebrated Aribur's Oos in Scotland, 
tis a Roman temple, a Pantheon in Brittain : a mo- 
nument of his victory, of his piety, and of the peace 
he gave to them; and between them. moreover, 
NMennius tells us, he repair'd the wall built by the Ro- 
znans, from the Cluid to the Forth; and fortified it 
with ſeven caſtles. by which I underſtand, he not 

only reedified the forts, and towers upon the wall: but 
repair'd, or new-made ſeven caſtles, or fortified towns, 
a little beyond it; as its frontier; and garriſon'd them 
with troops of his own. which proceeding would have 
a moſt uſeful reſtraint, both to keep the Scots and Pitts 
from quarrelling; and likewiſe to make them as his 
own dependents. by this means likewiſe, there would 
be leſs burthen in Brittain, in quartering his legions 
among them at home; and he could call them from 
Scotland, upon any emergence. the Britons them- 
ſelves were his willing ſubjects. | 

The ſeven caſtles I take to be theſe following, about 
four miles diſtant from each other. Caerdoch, Camelon 
city, Rochhill fort, Balcaſtle, Aterminny tort, Cragin 
caſtle, Dunbriton. 

This Temple CARAVSIVS built for the more 
ſolemn executing the mutual Treaty of peace; and as 
a perpetual teſtimony thereof: and of a round form, 
to prevent any umbrage of diſagreement, with thoſe 
haughty monarchs, on any claim of priority.

The boildivg 1 is of the quarry ſtone of the country. 
it ſtands on the decline of a hill, towards the bank of 


the Carron: a mile from the ruins of the old city Ca- 
znelon. there is a ſquare baſement upon which it is 


erected, tis a circular temple, made ſomewhat in 
imitation of the Pantheon at Rome : being open at top. 
the meaſures, at firſt fight, aſſure us, it is a Roman 


work. the ſtones are well ſquared, and bedded hori- 


zontally, from bottom to top, with good joints. ſo 
that both outward, and inward, the work was ſmooth, 
and well wrought : : and this intirely without mortar. 
but from great length of time, the rain between the 
ſtones acquiring a petrific quality, as in quarries; the 
ſtones were almoſt grown together; ſo as in many Places 
to have filled up the joints, 

The inward diameter is nineteen Engliſh feet; being 
twenty Roman. breadth, or thickneſs of the wall at 
bottom, five Roman feet. twenty-four Roman feet high. 
the external diameter is thirty feet Roman. the aper- 
ture at top, in its original conſtitution, twelve Roman 


feet. 


The building, and its proportions, are not inelegant. 
and it ſeems to me, that the Pantheon itſelf, though of 
much larger dimenſions, was ſuch another work, be- 
fore Agrippa added his coſtly elegances to it. the door 
is toward the weſt. one thing I remark, that there 
is a joint, and not a key-ftone, in the middle of the 
arch over the door ; which ſeems an approach toward 
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the decline of architecture, into the Gothic. that it 


was not a temple of Terminus, as the learned com- 
monly ſuggeſt, I am ſufficiently convinced, from Ri- 
chard de Cirenceſters manuſcript, by me. wherein he 
ſhows very fully, that all Scozland, as far as Inverneſs, 


was once intirely ſubdued by the Romans, and made a 


province, by the name of Yeſpafiana; with many 
roads, ſtations, and cities, of which he gives us the 
particular Irers. and alſo a map of Brittania Ro- 
mana, an invaluable curioſity; the original of which 
was certainly done in Apricola's time. we learn too 
from him, that Inverneſs was the Alata Caſira men- 
tion'd in Prolomy, and which was the ſummer ſtation 
of the Roman fleets. 

Apricola ſent over to Domitian ſome bears from the 
northern part of Scotland, which were exhibited in his 
amphitheater. upon which thus Martial, SpetFacule- 
rum VII. Poena Laureoli. 


Muda Caledonio fic pectora prebuit urſ, 


non falſd bendens in cruce Laureolus. 


But the Romans did not hold this province long. 
Agricola, general under Vgſpaſian and Domitian, who 
ſubdu'd it, was recall'd by the malice of Domitian. 
but before he went, he made ſtations, and garriſons 
for the Roman legions, at the narrow paſs between 
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A. D. 290, ſept. 
Gotta and Bodotria: which had this beſt effect ima- 


ginable, on divers accounts. it ſecured his northern 
province of Yeſpafiana : his troops were ever ready 
there, to move either north or ſouth, as any emergency 
requird; it was a convenient place for their winter 
quarters: they had the command of the ſea, on both 
ſides of the land: and they were quartered ſo near, 
that it might at all times be confadered as one and an 
iatire army: 


Our writers Keen Wee that the Sent had « con- 


quered this country, till Richard de Cirencgſters manu- 


Eript was brought to light. I have induced my friend, 


the owner. of it, at Copenhagen, to print it. it gives 


more Baht. into Roman nen, than any thing we in 


W ſeen. 


But on Agricolas cabs to Sw the natives reco- 


ver d, and regain'd all their own country again, both 
on the north and ſouth- ſide this narrow paſs. Hadrian, 
the emperor, coming hither in perſon, thought fit to 
withdraw ſomewhat, and make a vallum Fi ſea to 
ſea in Wortbumberland, and place garriſons there. 
This was afterwards by Severws turn'd into that ſtu- 


pendous work of a wall eighty miles in length. a 
work worthy of the Roman greatneſs ; ; and which to 


the ſcandal of the age we live in, the workmen em- 
ploy'd by the e e to make a new road there, 
deſtroy, for materials to the road, 


but. 
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But Lollius Urbicus, lieutenant here in the time of 
Hadrian's ſucceſſor, Antoninus Pius, he remov'd the 
northern nations backward, and again preſcrib'd their 
limits to Aoricola's barrier. he repair'd all the forts, 
and made a vallum from one to another, throughout 
the whole length, between the two ſeas: which is hat 
I deſcrib'd, along with Arthur's Oon. and this is what 
CARAVSIVS repaird, when he had ſubdu'd the 
Scots and Pitts, and made a pacification. for the 
greater ſolemnity of which, he built Arthurs Oon : 
and to be a laſting teſtimony thereof. dE] 
. Boethius gives us a deſcription of it. he ſays, there 
was a good pavement in it, of figur'd work, or Moſaic; 
and a great ſtone altar. there were figures of eagles 
carv'd, the Roman enſigns of legions 
Mr. Sinclair, in 1569, ſays, there was a circle over 
the door, in manner of a ſhield, with an inſcription ; 
this was withinſide. the carvings and letters were a good 
deal defac d; and he is weak enough to charge our Ed- 
ward I. with that piece of ſacrilege. 

Sir Robert Sibbald commends the beauty of our 
Temple. how much is it to be wiſh'd he had given 
us a correct drawing of it? he fays, the horns of 
oxen were found in the earth, near it; which were of 
the ſolemn ſacrifice at the peace made between the three 
monarchs. there were images of victory, eagles, jave- 
lins, and the like, carved, and below, this inſcription, 
as I apprehend, when properly corrected.

Sir Robert ſays further, there was an iron door to the 
Temple, which has been taken away; and an iron 
grate and kirb, at the aperture above. he deſcribes

Boethius writes, that it has no light but from the 


top, like the delubra, or little round temples, to be 
| ſeen at Rome. I always thought, the window was ab- 
ſurd, and that in the original, therein was plac'd a great 
ſtone or table, about three foot ſquare, which fill'd up 
that fancied window, and contained the carvings and 
1 looking inwards. 


Here we may ſay with Virgil, on the altar which

waſhing the ruins hard by, of the noble city Camelon, 
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indignant at the vile demolition of the ſacred ſtructure, 


by a freſh flood, carry'd it all away; ſoon after it was 
put to that baſe uſe. and thus periſhed the grandeſt 
Roman monument in Brittain. 

Mennius again tells us, the river Carron had its name 
from C AR AVSIVS : ner do 1 think it at all un- 
likely. the Temple itſelf might ſoon after the time of 
our emperor, be called in the Pictiſbp manner of ſpeak- 


ing, Cars Oon, which would be contracted into Car- 


roon. ſo our Car/aike likewiſe named from CAR A- 
SIVS, is frequently called Carrdile. but the temple * 
afterward was called Ar:ihr's Oon, from the more re- 
cent celebrity of that famous prince, whoſe name has 


been affixed to many other matters of antiquity. ſe- 
veral other memorials of our emperor's name left here- 


abouts; toward the mouth of the Avon, or Evo; 

Carranflete, Little Cars, Carſeabank, Carſe by Mum. 
rils, Carmure by Camelon, Carsburn, &c. that CA- 
RAVSIVS built the Temple, and repaired the Præ-

ſuppreſſed: Germanicus maximus, on the defeat of the 
Bagaudæ in Gaul, by CA RAVSIVS, under Maxi- 
mian. Diocletian and Maximian uſually imputed the 
honor of victories in common, to each, as CARA V- 
SIVS to all three, Theſe inſcriptions, as well as Coins, 
are confirmations of our hiſtory. 


This was a year of buſineſs with our emperor, as 
well as of public feſtivity; the Capitoline Agon, his 
appointing a Brittiſb Senate, conſtituting himſelf con- 
ſul, many works of public utility, piety, building ci- 
ties, temples. particularly was he engag d in repair- 
ing the Car/dike, a matter ſo abſolutely neceſſary to 
ſecure his late victories in Scotland, by ſupporting his 
troops in garriſon there, upon the Pretentura. beſide 
his military expedition againſt the Cæangi. 

On occaſion of theſe great and public works going 
forward, the new-year's day was uſhered in with that 
excellent medal i in ſilver.
